fall aſleep inthe fields; whereupon his Fa- 
ther, who was naturally of a cruel dogged 
Temper'\,'and always immoderately ſevere 
ro this. Child, got up in a rage to look after 
bim , and was ſeen walking furiouſly that 
way with a hage Cudpel in his hand, with 
which 'cis judg dby'the ſequel,he perforin'd | 
che Inhamane A&; bearing che Child (o eru- 
elly 4nd exceſlively'that within an hour or 
two after'it dyed. Nor was he as 'tis be- 
level; content to give him unreaſonable 
blows with the ſtick, bur alſo ſtamp'd upon 
him with his feet, as by ſeveral Marks that 
afterwards appear'd on the dead Bbdy, it 
Was: AST to' coticlade.

taking 'his horſe and water- according to his 
cult. m, Cine to London, not retwining cill the 
afternoon, | 

" Inthe mean time the boy was found dead, 
and the Father beiag queſtioned for it at his 
re:ury, pretended that the horſe Kiket him;.an4 
that it muſt be by that blow'that he came.by 
his cnd, ſtou:ty deaying that he had beat him 
3tall, and afficming that he kad not been-our 
of doors all that morning 3 but the. contrary 
being proved; he ar laſt did confels he [truck 
kim two or three ſmall blows, but that it was 
onely with the Bridle. However upon ſear- 
ching and view of the body it was found la- 
mentably bruiſed and battered; tHe priots and 
marksot the blows being viſible fromthe ſhoul- 
ders down tothe hips, and all his back thereby, 
baſck 32d blue, befides ſeveral cygtuſtons on;

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Where a perſon that had lived in good Fa- 
ſhion and Credit in Ratcliffe High-wey, being 
by his Profeſſion a Gur mith, and one that 


heretofore hd a great Trade, but by Miſ- 


fortune failing of receiving his Money of thoſe 
he dealt with, ſo that he had ſeveral Hua- 
dred Pounds owing him, ſome of his Creditors 
begaa to be very importunate with him, and 
he not having ready Money to anſwer their 
expectation, was ſued to an Execution, and 
ſome of his Gouds ſeizedz which made ſuch 
an impreſſion on kis Spirircs, that he became 
alhamed to appear amongſt his Neighbours, as 
kimſelf, with much trouble of minde, declared 
the Morning before he deſtroyed himſelf,to his 
Maid 5 and in this anguiſh and diſturbance was 
ſeduced to rid himſelf out of the world :. 
W hereupon putting on a clean Shirt, with a 
clean Cap and Jack line ia his Pocket, he weat 
forth 3 but it ſeems, not being fully reſolved 
on the lamentsbi'e At, came to the Houſe of 
one of his Acquaintance at Browley aforeſaid ; 
where being denied a Lodging, the ſenſe 


thereof, and the (ſhame and confuſion he was 


ia, by the rigid clamours and ſeverity of his 
Creditors , cauſed him abſolutely to reſolve 
upon it 3 ſo that in the Night he hanged him- 
ſelf in a Adulberry tree, and was there found 
next Morning, and in his Boſome an Accouar 
fairly written and ſtated, buth what he owed 
and what was owing himz whereby it ap-
